Unprecedented in scale, the U 
Festival of Student Film, Video, 
Television and Animation showcases 
the nation’s top student productions at 
public screenings, in a home video 
release and on television.

Screenings 


The complete program runs roughly 
eight hours and is comprised of all 1st 
Place and Director's Choice winners 
in all categories plus outstanding 
Finalists. Besides screenings in Los 
Angeles and New York, we plan to 
take the program to dozens of schools 
and cities across the country. 


Other distribution 


Highlights of the festival are compiled 
on a videotape. On the west coast, 
the tape available for free rental at 
The Wherehouse. In addition, a 
limited number of tapes are available 
to film/video departments for students 
to view. The 90-minute program 
includes excerpts of all the works 1st 
Place and Director's Choice winners 
and eight works in full. In addition, all 
winning works are invited to air on U 
Network, the college television 
network. Reaching over a million 
students on 150 campuses nation- 
wide, U Network is the 100% student- 
produced television network 
dedicated to young talent.
